; The flank companies of his Majefty’s roth regiment 
‘ will meet Lieutenant. Harris before five o’clock at the 
bridge leading to the Wallajah Gate, and after the 
Right Hon. the Governor-General has paffed inta the 
fort, they will efcort the ftandard and colours to the 
centre of the parade, where they will be received with 
prefented arms. 

The ftandard and colours having been prefented to 
the Governor General, his Lordthip will proceed with 
them to the church, and after they have been depolited 
at the altar, the flank companies. jwill retusn, and take up 
their {tations on the parade. 

Prayers being over, a royal faiute will be fired from

Mroops having paraded in conformity to the a- 
bove ers, the Right Hoa. the Governor-General, 
attended by the body guard, alighted from his carriage 
upon the parade at ten minutes palt five o’clock. Lord 
and Lady Clive, Mrs Harris and family, arrived a few 
minutes after; the whole of the civil and military of- 
ficers were now afiembled, either upon the parade or 
in the balconies and windows of the adjacent houles, 
which, with the ramparts, {treets, and all the avenues 
leading to the fort, were crowded with innumerable 
fpectators, natives, and Europeans. 
The itandard of Tippoo Sultaun bore by Lieutenant 
Harris, and the colours of the French Republic car- 
ried by Majors Beatfon and Alfan, followed by the 
flank companies of his Majefty’s roth regiment, having 
now entered the {quare, were received with prefent- 
ed arms, and the different bands playing a folemn 
march. 
On Licutenant Harris approaching within a few 
paces of the Governor General, he addrefled his Lord- 
fhip in the following words :— 
«“ This ftandard and thefe colours taken from the 
enemy under the confummate wifdom of your Lord- 
fhip’s councils, by the brave army: commanded by Lieu- 
tenant-General Harris, his Excellency has honoured 
me by committing to. my charge, and direcling that I 
fhould, lay them at;your Lordthip’s feet.” 
His Lordthip inftantly embracing Lieutenant Harris 
in an impreflive manner, which excited the livliett emo- 
tion of joy and gratitude in the fpectators, delivered his 
fentiments to thé following effegt:— —- 
«-'The ‘zeal, peffeverance, and manly fortitude of 
your father, and the matchlefs condué of that gallaat - 
army, which, under his command, has relieved thefe 
poffeflions from the peril of foreign invafion, and re- 
ftored us to a ftate of fecurity and repofe, have already 
received my cordial acknowledgments, and obtained 
the juft tribute of public .gratitude.and admiration : it 
remains for us to turn our hearts to the Author of all 
thefe fignal blefliags, and at the feet of the altar to of- 
fer up our humblethank({givings to the Giver of Victory, 
and the Guardian of the caufe of juitice, virtue, and 
faith? 
‘The Governor General then proceeded to the church, 
where the standard and colours were depofited at the 
altar —Solemn thanks having been offered to Almighty 
God for having crowned our arms with fuch fignal 
fuccefs, his Lordfhip returned to the parade, when 
Major Allan unexpectedly addreffed him in thefe 
words : * I have particular fatisfa@iion on this memora- 
ble occafion, in having it in my power to prefent your 
Lordfhip with a fword, worn by Tippoo Sultaun, a to- 
ken which [ truft your Lordthip will regard as a mark 
of my perfonal refpeét, as well as a memorial of that 
glorious atchievement which the army has accomplithed 
under your Lordthip’s aufpices.” His Lordthip, as 
nearly as we can recollect, made this reply ; ; 
“ The gift is peculiarly acceptable from an officer, 
diflinguifhed throughout the whole campaign, by the 
moft meritorious exertions of aétivity and valour, and 
particularly at the clofe of it, by the moft generoyg ef- 
forts of humanity and compaflion.: I fhall alway? re- 
member with pleaftre the perfonal. kindnefs of fuch a 
character towards id am.happy to take this

A. paper announces that the city of Anfpach, the 
capital of the Duchy of Anfpach and Bareuth, in Fran- 
conia, belonging to the King of Pruflia, as Elector of 
Bradenburgh, is deftined for the Congrefs of peace.
